SUMMER TRADE. 


THE hot days are even now upon us, and 
plans for summering are already under debate. 
In our endeavor to accommodate the WEEKLY 
to the changing opportunities of the bookseller 
throughout the year, we come again to a few 
hints for making the most of summer trade. 
The trade in novels and similar like reading 
has, of course, been much cut up by the “ cheap 
libraries,’ but that is no reason why the book- 
seller should let everything go. It is for him to 
take advantage of the liberality of the season to 
make the most that he can out of it. 

The people who travel are in fact apt to be 
the more wealthy, or at least the well-off class, 
trained to enjoy ‘‘a book that is a book,” in 
form as well as in contents, and ready to pay a 
reasonable sum for that enjoyment. The book- 
seller has still a wide range that the ‘‘ cheap 
libraries” do mot cover. He should be thor- 
oughly posted as to American novels and handy 
reprints, and his stock should surely contain a 
full supply of such series as the Vo Mame, the 
New Handy-Volumes, the Leisure-Hour, the Li- 
brary of American Fiction, the Half-Hour books, 
the Knickerbocker and Tyvansatlantic novels, 
etc. Such pleasant books of tales as the old 
Little Classics and the Vest-Pocket books of 
poetry are alsotimely. Then there are guide- 
books, our standing list of which we shall 
commence again with our next number, and 
books of home and foreign travel, always in 
demand by travellers. In such a range as these, 
which should presently be brought prominently 
forward on the counters, there is a good deal of 
opportunity for sales. 

We prepare our SUMMER CATALOGUE issue 
for the very purpose of bringing the attention of 
summer visitors to these classes of books and 
the delight of them. It has been found useful 


and profitable by two classes of the trade. 
First, city dealers with 


regular customers, 
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whom they wish to follow “with the compli- 
ments of the season” into their summer haunts, 
and thus retain their trade, filling their orders 
by mail. Multitudes go far out of sight of any 
bookstore, but can be profitably cultivated by 
the aid of Uncle Sam. Secondly, booksellers 
at or near summer resorts, who desire to pleas. 
antly acquaint summer visitors with the fact 
that there is a bookstore near at hand from 
which they can be supplied. It may be sug- 
gested that these two classes will be fighting 
each other with their own weapons, but this js 
not after all so likely to happen as might be 
supposed. The summer trade is immensely in- 
creased by good pushing. 

On the stationery side there are lots of goods 
now coming into season. Archery and cro- 
quet are of course stand-bys, and from these 
down to the papeteries there is a wide range, 
The summer bookstore should be thoroughly 
supplied with all the conveniences and luxuries 
of the season, and thus turn dull days into 
bright ones. 





Mr. WILKIE COLLINS contributes to the /néer- 
national Review for June a paper of “ Consid- 
erations on the Copyright Question,” in the form 
of an explanation of his views addressed to an 
American friend. The editors explain that, at 
Mr. Collins’ request, it is printed exactly as he 
wrote it, and they also state that while they 
agree with him ‘‘in thinking that a treaty 
securing International Copyright is in every 
way just and proper, they must disclaim all re- 
sponsibility for the language adopted by him.” 
In plain words, Mr. Collins takes the simple 
ground of thievery, and fails to consider at all the 
sudden advantage that might be given English 
publishers by immediate adoption of Internation- 
al Copyright pure and simple, without precau- 
tionary conditions. In quoting Mr. Putnam's 
pamphlet, Mr. Collins scarcely gives sufficient 
to show that gentleman’s full position. 





THE Boston trade has joined Philadelphia in 
expressing vigorously its views on the proposed 
tariff revision as regards books. The memorial 
is signed by all the leading book publishers, be- 
sides many houses of printers, type-founders, 
etc. We have not considered that the interests 
of the latter are identical with those of the book 
trade proper, which, it seems to us, acts more 
wisely in promoting moderate reductions in the 
tariff on paper, type, etc., if it desires to meet 
foreign competition. We have not, however, 
heard a single dissenting voice from the propo- 
sition that the last move in the Houseis crude, 
contradictory and unfortunate altogether, so far 
as the book trade is concerned. 
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A TARIFF PROTEST FROM BOSTON. 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Represent- 
atives of the United States : 


Tue undersigned, publishers and manufac- 
turers of books, observe with alarm that in the 
new bill “ to regulate the customs duties upon 
eertain articles named therein” books are 
placed upon the free-list. 

There is probably no branch of indust:y in 
which so much manual labor is employed in 
proportion to the amount of the manufactured 
product as in the manufacture of books. | 
There is also probably no industry that pays a | 
higher tax in the way of duties on the raw | 
material from which books are made, such 
as paper, cloth, binders’ materials, etc. 

The undersigned would respectfully repre- | 
sent that a sudden removal of the duty on 
books would be detrimental to the industrial 
interests of this country, would decrease the 
revenue, and would be a great hardship, not 
only to those engaged in the industry, but to a 
great number of operatives ; and they would 
also respectfully petition your honorable body 
that, in order that there may be a full hearing 
upon this subject before so great an injury is 
thrust upon them, the bill now before the Sen- 
ate, known as Senator Eaton’s bill, for the 
appointment of a commission to revise the 
tariff, be passed, that they, in common with 
other manufacturers, may properly represent 
their views upon this question.

PARIS LETTER. 


Paris, April 27, 1880. 
THE Parisian publishers during the past 
month have given forth to the world a more 
than usual prolific store of novels. Dentu’s 
list is especially voluminous. The following 


appear to have found most favor with the novel- | 
by | 


reading public: ‘‘Les Méres Ennemis,” 
Catulle Mendes; ‘‘La Maitresse,” by M. 
Claretie, and “ La Dame de Charité,” by An- 
dré Surville. ‘‘Les Méres Ennemis,” is the 
history of a Polish lady, Madame Elizabeth 
Boleska. The lady’s husband is an unappreci- 
ative person who has obtained a divorce from 
his wife, and has contracted a second marriage 
with a Russian female of intriguing characteris- 
tics. The Polish lady and the Russian adven- 
turess develop, in the course of Catulle 
Mendes’ story, into “Les Méres Ennemis,’— 
‘The Inimical Mothers.” The moral of the 
tale—for there is a moral, which is not usually 
the case with a French novel—is that marriage 
ought to be indissoluble. “This moral is the se- 
cret of the book’s success. A feeling among 
a large section ofthe French population in fa- 
vor of the indissolubility of marriage having 
been awakened by the proposed divorce bill, 
now before the French Chambers. “ La Mai- 
tresse,” by M. Claretie, is not so terrible as its 
name would seem to indicate, the work con- 
taining many well-wrought sketches of Parisian 
home life, thus removing the impression very 


prevalent among Americans, that Frenchmen | 


and Frenchwomen have no homes. “ La Dame 
de Charité,’’ by André Surville, is a sort of es- 
say on the dangers of unbridled ambition and 
the thirst for wealth.

Berger-Levrault has just published a very im. 
portant original work of reference by M. Emile 
Campardon on ‘‘ Les Comédiens du Roi de la 
Troupe Italienne” during the last two cen- 
turies. The first volume of this work contains 
a number of authentic documents never before 
published, collected from the national archives, 

Charpentier issues a collection of six stories 
called ‘* Les Soirées de Médan,” from the pens 
of Messrs. Zola, Guy de Manpassant, Huys- 
mans, Céard, Hennique, and Paul Alexis, 
Zola’s story is called ‘‘ The Attack on the Mill,” 
and recalls a terrible episode in the history of 
the last war. Charpentier has also published 
an exceedingly interesting work of travel, called 
‘*Across Algeria,” by Paul Bourde. The 
author accompanied the recent French Parlia- 
mentary Commission, sent to examine the state 
of the province and report thereon. 
| Calmann Lévy has published volumes 4, ;, 
6 and 7 of the parliamentary speeches of M. 
Thiers. These volumes contain the oratorical 
discourses of the departed statesman during the 
reign of Louis Philippe, and terminate at the 
outbreak of the French Revolution of 1848. 
The same firm has just brought out a new edi- 
tion of the ‘‘Mélanges Biographiques et 
Littéraires ” of M. Guizot. This book contains 
notices on Edward Gibbon, Madame Rumford, 
Madame Récamier, the Countess de Borgne, 
the Princess de Liévers, Madame de Barante, 
etc. The novels published by Calmann Lévy 
are: ‘“ Georgette,” by T. Bentzon, the “ Cabinet 
noir de Lemberg,” by Sacher-Masoch, ‘‘ The 
Princess Aldée,” ‘‘ The Marriage of Loti,” etc. 
The ‘‘ Cabinet noir de Lemberg ” is the story 
of an agent of the secret police. ‘‘ Georgette” 
and ‘‘ The Princess Aldée” are love stories of 
the usual category. 

Eugéne Lacroix has published a very useful 
book of reference of “ Studies on the Exhibi- 
tion of 1878.” The classification adopted by 
the French Exhibition Commission has been 
followed in the work before us. The chapters 
on agriculture, metallurgy, machinery, etc., 
are by eminent specialists, and contain much 
useful information. 

Paul Ollendorf has published a heavy list of 
romances, of which the principal are called 
‘* Les Armes de la Femme,” ‘‘ L’ Amoureuse de 
Maitre Wilhelm,” ‘‘ Les Fils de l"homme au 
Coeur de Pierre,” ‘‘ Les Belles Millionnaires,” 
“Un Drame dans la Rue de I'Exchequier,” 
etc. The new novel lately published by him, 
“ Les Fils de l"hommeau Coeur de Pierre,” is 4 
translation from the Magyar language, by 4 
Frenchwoman born in Hungary, Madame de 
Gesando-Teleki. The author of the romance 's 
the celebrated Hungarian writer, Tokai. The 
scene of the romance is laid in Hungary, dur- 
ing the insurrection of 1848, and it describes 
the heroic resistance of the Hungarians to the 


| combined forces of Russia and Austria. 


Plon’s list of new novels is of portentous 
length. The principal are ‘“‘Henri René, 
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“ Epouse ou Mére,” “ L’Heritage de Jean Tour- 
niel,” “L’Impasse des Couronnes,” “ Cité Mé- 
nard,” etc. “LaCité Ménard,” by Henry Gre- 
ville, is a story of the lives and fortunes of the 
inhabitants of one of those curious inclosures 
to be found in Paris, called cités. These cités 
are separated from the outward world by gates 
closed at night, and consist chiefly of a series 
of cheap apartments occupied by the poorer 
classes in the metropolis. Messrs. Plon like- 
wise publish a book by Vice-Admiral Turien 
de la Graviére, called “ La Marine des Anciens.” 
This work recounts the naval exploits of the 
Athenians, and has already been published in 
the Revue des Deux Mondes. 

The publication of chefs-d’ceuvre by un- 
known authors, of which mention was made in 
former letters, still continues. The latest pub- 
lication of the series, called “ La Petite Mai- 
son,” by I. de la Bastide, a writer of the eigh- 
teenth century, is one of those “ histoires 
galantes”” which were so much in vogue during 
that period. 

J. Dumaine, the publisher of military works, 
has just brought out an abridgment of military 
history, by Captain Dubail. The author claims 
for Carnot the invention of the system of open 
orders practised by the Germans during their 
campaign in France. The adoption of this 
sysem is recognized by military men as impera- 
tive, in consequence of the employment of 
arms of precision by the armies of modern na- 
tions. Captain Dubail has likewise published 
a map of military Europe. 

J. Hetzel has published a book by René 
Vallery Radot, called “L’Etudiant d’Au- 
jourd’hui.” M. Radot is the well-known author 
of an interesting work called the “ Journal 
d’un Volontaire d’un an,” a charming collec- 
tion of souvenirs of regimental life. The ob- 
ject of the work before us is to show that the 
type of French student drawn by Gavarni and 
Murger exists no longer. The French student 
of to-day M. Radot depicts as a hard-working, 
serious being, in whom the frivolity of his pre- 
decessors has become extinct. 

The sensation of the hour is Victor Hugo’s 
new poem, called “Religion and Religions.” 
The object of the poem is to show that the es- 
sence of all religions is the same—belief in the 
unity of the Deity ; that forms and ceremoni- 
als are of human origin, and that mankind 
Should be content with the knowledge of the 
existence of God, without searching deeper into 
the subject. In his preface, Victor Hugo de- 
clares that his poem was commenced in 1870 
and was finished in 1880. The poem is written 
in Victor Hugo’s usual style, and is full of 
Startling antitheses, and is decidedly as sensa- 


tional as any of the French poet’s former pro- 
ductions. C: L.
